AFTER PURSUIT SHE 
USED FISTS ON MAN 


Arrested Fugitive Afterwards 
Identified as One Who Grabbed 
Purse on Street. 
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The series of robberies of women on the 
streets of St. Louis reached its climax Fri- 
day when at noon on Locust street near 
Compton avenye—a residence and boarding 
house district thickly populated and heav- 
ily tpaveled—Miss Mary B. Smith was at- 
tacked. Her pocketbook was stolen, and 
when she followed and grappled with the 
thief she was badly beaten about the face. 
‘A man whom she positively. identifies as 
the robber, and another man who 18 sup- 
posed to have been an accomplice, were 
arrested a few minutes later through the 
efforts of two other women who witnessed 
the attack. 

The man, Henry Klock, released from the 
penitentiary, the police say, last Septem- 
ber, after serving a 10-year sentence for 
the murder of Mrs. Sophia Weichman at 
Eleventh and O'Fallon streets in 18%, de- 
nies that he is the robber, but the police 
declare there is no doubt of it. 

Chief of Police Kiely and Chief of Detec- 
tives Destnond say the only way in which 
greater protection against such robberies 
can be given is by maintaining a closer sur- 
veillance over all former convicts. 

“We had not been informed of Klock's 
release from the perntentiary,’ said Chief 
Kiely. ‘“‘We did not Know he was in St. 
Louls. We have been trying to get from 
the penitentiary warden full and prompt 
reports of the release Of all St. Louis con- 
viets, but heretofore Have been unable to 
do so.”’ 

The chief was asked if his police experi- 
ence suggested any steps that would pre- 
vent such attacks. , 

“Arrest the robbers, like we did in this 
case,”’ he sald. 

“The only other way I know is to keep 
all ax-convicts locked up.’’ 

“Could you not suggest some system 
which would give greater protection?’ 

“I don’t know that I could.”’ 

Chief Desmond was sent for. 
“Arrest the robbers,” said Chief 
mond. 

“But that doves not prevent them.,"’ 
(thief Kiely. 

‘This case today was deplorable. It Is 
an outrage that a woman, walking peace- 
ably along a populous street, in broad day- 
light,’ should be attacked, robbed ana 
beaten.”

The news of the tragic death of his un- 
cle was brought to the Emperor. while he 
was giving an audience to Gen. Gripenburs 
and gave him a great shock. By the Em- 
peror’s direction, members of the imperia) 
family, who were at Tearskoe Selo in con- 
nection with the visit of Prince Frederick 
Leopold of Pruasia, were immediately sum- 
moned te the chapel, where requiem was 
held. 

A state requiem, at which the members 
of the diplomatic corps will be present, is 
announced for today. 

The funeral arrangements have not yet 
been made, but, in accordance with tra- 
dition, the funeral probably will be on an 
imposing scale. 

Minister of the Interior Bouligan, to- 
gether with the officers of the Preobrajen- 
sky regiment, the IAfe Guards and the 
Cuirassiers, of which Grand Duke Sergius 
was an honorary officer, have gone to Mos- 
Cow. 

The body will probably lie in state sev- 
eral days in the Church of the Ascension 
in the Kremlin, where Emperor Nicholas 
was crownec. Thence it will be brought 
to St. Petersburg and placed in the Ro- 
manoff mausoleum in the great Cathedral 
of 8S. Peter and Paul, inside the fortress. 


News of Tragedy Spreads. 

The tragedy was the sole topic of con- 
versation at the clubs and hotels last night, 
newspaper extras early in the evening hav- 
ing spread the news throughout St. Peters- 
burg. 

The story is going the rounds that Grand 
Duke Serglis himself at the last moment, 
finding the tide against him, was won over 
to the plan of summoning the semsky so- 
bor and that he sent a messenger to Em- 
peror Nicholas outlining his views as to the 
composition of the body. It is believed 
that the messenger arrived at almost the 


same time that the bomb was thrown in 
Moscow. 


According to Sergius’ plan, it was pro- 
posed that each province should have six 
representatives in the cenvention, two each 
of nobles, merchants and peasants. 

All the theaters were closed last night. 

The period of court mourning will put an 
end to the Hittle gayety which so far has 


marked the social season at the Russian 
capital. 


Killing Carefully Planned. 


In giving details of the assassination a 
Moscow correspondent writes: 


The assaesinaticn of Grand Duk - 
gius yesterday afternoon was Seg 
deliberate and carefull planned slaying 
ever accomplished by the Terrorists. 

They compassed his death with a bomb 
that was at once so small that it could be 
concealed under a cloak and so powerful 
that every window in the building facing 
the scene of the murder and within the 
te ae ot = peep om was shattered, 
ane e victim was literaHy disme 

The bomb was thrown mah arg 
sleigh, which was driven by a man dressed 
like a workman, and which was brought 
with demoniacal skill into a position that 
made the result of the casting of the ex- 
plcesive a certainty. 

But the league of assassination was not 
content even with these asgeurances of 
certainty. Besides the two men in the 
sleigh, they had others in two cabs, that 
followed the ———_ of the grand duke 
to carry out the death sentence if, for 
any reason, the approved executioner failed 
in his work. 

The two cabs and the sleigh actually 
shepherded the grand ducal carriage until 
it was 80 placed that no human power 
could save the occupants. 

None of the agents of the dread con- 
spiracy made the slightest effort to es- 
cape. One of those in the sleig@n was in- 
voived in the explosion; he is believed to 
be the one. that threw the deadly missile. 
One report had it that he was instantly 
killed, Another that, although, frightfully 
7 Whi he still lived in the prison hos- 
pital. 


Murderers Are Arrested. 


The men arrested admit that they are 
meinbers of the Socialist revolutionary 
party, which ja the new name of the violent 
nihilists, and rejoice that the terrible plot 
was carried out successfully. 

The assassination occurred almost at the 
door of the grand duke's palace, to which 
he was returning after a drive. The ex- 
pa was heard by the Grand Duchess 

lizabeth, who rushed from the palace 
without cloak or hat and threw herself he- 
side the mangled body of her husband, 
screaming out denunviations on his mur- 
derers. 

The grand duchess is as well beloved as 
her husband was well hated, and when the 
warning was given that he was to be slaih 
she was warned not to go about with him. 
In the face of this warning—perhaps be- 
cause of it—she insisted on driving with 
him whenever he left the Kremlin. . Yester- 
day was the first time she failed to ac- 
company him. : 

The grand duke’s coachman was mangled 
almost as badly as his master and Sied 
while heing conveyed to the hoenttal. 


Bomb Thrown From Sleigh. 


This assassination was distinguished from

The only person who actually saw 
the bomb thrown was a ée gendarme, 
who was 100 meters away. He says 
that he saw something about the size and 
shape of half an opera glass, bright, as if 
polished metal, fall from the hand of one 
of the men In the sleigh.

uke’s carriage. 

Instantly there was a flash of flame and 
a deafening crash. The earth trembled 
and the air was filled with debris, as 
theugh from a voloanic eruption. 

Amid the wreck of the oarriage lay the 
pody of Sergius, frightfully torn and 
broken and blackened. The head wns 
severed from the body, which was recog- 
nizable only by the uniform. Over it writhed 
what had been the coachman, also terribiy 
shattered. : 

The crash of the explosion was heard al! 
ever Moscow, and its purport was com- 
prehended in a moment.

for inhumanity. But he does not say whether his technical vir- 
tue or his inhumanity weighs most in official estimation. | 

Meanwhile, what about Froly, whose fingers froze in untech- 
nical fashion? The institute of technicality, sometimes called 
the health department, afforded him no relief because Jack 
Frost made a technical error of 40 minutes. But Froly, poor 
man, doesn’t understand such things. He knows nothing of 
technicalities, but he does know that his fingers were frozen 
and that he was treated with a brutality which, while entirely 
technical, was most inhuman and idiotic. 

The Czar, it is said, is prostrated by the assassination of 
Grand Duke Sergius. Poor fellow; he has been prostrated 
several times lately. What is wanted there is a man under the 
Uzar’s crown who will not be upset by horrors and disasters, 
but will go steadily forward through all sorts of perils toward 
the goal of constitutional liberty. But-it is confessed that a 
man equal to the trials of the Czardom is not readily found.

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A TERMINAL OPPORTUNITY, 

The enlarging of the scope of the inquiry into terminal and 
tiidge conditions in St. Louis offers the Senate committee, under: 
the leadership of Senator Gardner, an opportunity to do a great 
public service for St. Louis and the people of Missouri and the’ 
Souibwest. Under the new joint resolution there is now no limit 
to the inquiry and the committee may probe into all the 
hampering conditions which burden commerce passing through 
St. Louis by reason of the existing terminal monopoly and the 
lack of terminal and bridge facilities. 

It is impossible for St. Louis to gain her full growth and the 
measure of commercial and industrial prosperity which is the 
city’s rightful heritage, under the conditions which blot the 
city off the map, hamper the shipments of freight and place 
discriminating burdens upon commerce. 

ihe losses of St. Louis from these causes are shared by the 
greater part of Missouri and the Southwest. The gateway of 
conpnerce must be widened and the ciserjminating tolls levied 
upon freights entering and leaving St. Louis on the east must 
be abolished. 

The first step is publicity. Complete information of actual 
and made known to the people and their representatives. This 
is the task of the Senate investigating committee. The work 
should be thoroughly done.

The first three will be played in the home 
city chosen by lot. The commission is to 
deduct 10 per cent of all receipts for the 
expense of conducting the series. 


Players Share Receipts. 

Forty per cent of the remaining gross 
receipts of the first four games are to 
be set agide aw a pool, which will be divided 
among the players—75 per cent to the win- 
ners and the remainder to the losers. 
Under these conditions thé players will get 
no more for playing seven games than for 
four. The remaining receipts of the finst 
four games and the receipis of such other 
games as may be played go to the compet- 
ing club owners, excepting the 10 per cent 
national commission fund. 

Where the players’ contracts expire be- 
fore the series is finished, they are to be 
paid at the rate called ‘or in their con- 
tracts until the championship series is 
decided. If a seventh contest is necessary 
the commission will designate a neutral 
chty for the game. All disputes are to be 
arbitrated by the commission. Copies of 


the agreement will be printed and mailed 
to every player in both leagues before 
March 10. 

In other cities where clubs desire to play 
an inter-league serie@, such as the Browns 
and Cardinals will play, the commission 
will take charge of the games upon ap- 
plbvation of the clubs, Otherwise such se- 
ries will not be a part of the official re- 
cords.

John O'Neill, Charged With Com- 
plicity in “Get-Rich-Quick” 
Frauds, Shoots Himself, 


The trial of John O'Neill, who was ar- 
rested in Hot Springs, Ark... Tuesday, on 
the oharge of using the malls to defraud. 
will not take place in May as he took his 
own life Friday, in Hot Springs, Ark.. by 
shooting himself in the head, as told in 
late editions of -Friday’s Post-Dispatch. 

O'Neill was indicted March, 1903, for his 
connection with the Christy Syndicate and 
Investment Co., which did business in &t. 
Louis in the winter of 1902-3 on the same 
plan as Arnold and other ‘‘get-rich-quick’’ 
concerns. 

O'Neill disappeared from St. Louis and 
Postoffice Inspector Stice worked nearly 
two years before he got a clew as to his 
whereabouts. He received word last week 
that O'Neill was in Hot Springs and arriv- 
ing there last Monday, found O'Neil] liv- 
ve at one of the best hotels. 

"Neill was ill and was unable to leave 
his room. e inspector served the war- 
rant and O’Neill gave bond for $2000 to ap- 
pear for trial in May. 

His wife attributes his suicide to de- 
spondency, saying that he was afraid he 
would be sent to jail before he had a 
chance to regain his health. O'Neill shot 
himself while the inspector was gone to 
the telegraph office to file a message for 
O'Neill, relative to bail, and while his wife 
was out of the room to get a poultice he 
had asked for.
